DRAINAGE DITCH PLANNED 

One of the projects now under con¬ 
sideration by the city trustees and 
which would be an important link in 
our system of municipal improve¬ 
ments is a storm water ditch to carry 
the water which flows from the Bailey 
or Reid canyon, striking Grand View 
avenue a short distance west of Ad¬ 
ams street. Last winter’s rains 
brought vast quantities of gravel 
down to Grand View avenue, where it 
was deposited, choking the big cul¬ 
vert and gutters. The gravel seemed 
to come from the lemon orchard of Mr. 
Dietz just above Grand View and ev¬ 
ery heavy rain caused trouble at that 
culvert. City Engineer Mansur said 
the only remedy was to construct a 
concrete storm water ditch from a 
point near the head of Lima street to 
the point where the water strikes 
Grand View avenue. Other engineers 
who have looked over the ground say 
this would effect the result desired. 
For the city to do the work a right 
of way would have to be deeded to the 
city by Mr. Dietz. The expense would 
then be levied against an improvement 
district, the limits of which would be 
defined by the trustees. 

Another point needing similar treat¬ 
ment is at the east boundary of the 
Gurhardy tract. The culvert across 
Grand View and west of Sunnyside 
became choked with gravel washed 
down by the winter rains and a con¬ 
crete ditch which would permit the 
storm water to flow freely and carry 
in suspension what little gravel came
